European Summary. 

No person who understands the 
constitution of English society, influ- 
enced as it has been for tho last fifty 
years by a cosmopolitan commerce of 
the most bugo dimensions, can be 
much surprised at tho great revolu- 
tion of ideas wbioh has Bwopt over it 
daring that period, commencing in 
earnest under the liberal policy of Sir 
E. Peel, and ending, porhaps, for a 
time under that of Mr. Gladstone. 
Great reforms, like great wars, epi- 
domics and political strnggloa, which 
in the onddomuoh good tor the mass- 
es, are poriodioal, though striotly 
speaking eequont upon eaoh other. 
In passing from the reform of the 
nation to tho reform of tho Irish 
Churoh, wide as they may bo in their 
conventionalisms, we Boom to havo 
realized partially tho truth of Sir 
Eobert's leading idea in life, that 
" it is to the extension of their com- 
-sawae*. %Uj5«onle^mu8Usoft ivrgBtu^ 
ally for tho extension of everything 
eiso that blesses society by libonilizing 
and ispr-erwng man »" Thn« we mo 
brought to the Irish Churoh Suspen- 
sory Bill, (jaotsed through committee 
about tho 6th of June, with tho ad- 
ditional clauso of " placing all appoint- 
ments in the Collogo of Maynooth at 
the pleasure of Parliament, and ready 
to be sent to the House of Lords for 
exoeution. Here the jgreat moasure 

the parent of as many valuable changes 
as was tho firBt roform bill itself, 
must reBt. — Another singularly pro* 
greF.sive moasuro passed to a second 
readiDg in tho Commons on 10th June 
by the casting vote of the Speaker, 103 
appearing on each side. It is a bill 
enabling married women to hold per- 
sonal property in their own right. Mr 
Lowe gains the palm of glory for the 
best speech in tho ladies' favor. The 
bill was finally roferrod to a soleot 
committee, in whoso hands, no doubt, 
it will rest for a time. The spooches 
and publio commonts upon this revo- 
lution against the douaeetio throne, as 
it is styled, are truly amusing. Daring 
the discussion, tho ladies in the cage 
abovo tho speaker's obair, are Baid to 
have audibly hiBBed the mombers ad- 
verse to their claims ; and when tho 
Bpeaker gave his vote for the second 
reading, fans of the most delicate tex- 
ture became perfeotly boisterous 
against the trellis-work of thoir ro» 
treat, Men of all classes looking upon 
these two measures in different wayB, 
seem to unite in tho opinion that tho 
earth under their feet is shaken with 
the portents of approaching anarchy 
and dissolution. Such apprehensions 
are reasonable in tho latter case. Un- 
der thig bill, woraon can be sued in 



•aid, that when we remember the state of 
liberty of conscience in that country eight 
jeara ago it is astonishing how rapidly she 
has accomplished this moral revolution. The 
change in Turkey bids fair to be as radical, 
for the Sultan tells hia people to obey the 
Koran, and go and "seek light even 
at the end of the world." The precise 
changes to bo introduced henceforth into the 
sooial and politioal life ol the Turks i8 aot 
given in detail, but the Sultan's Bpeeoh 
introducing tbem, is described as a " de- 
claration of liberal and democratic principles 
such as we could expoct only from the moBt 
enlightened and progressive Government." 
There can be no doubt that theso chances 
will have great effect on Europe, even if they 
do not eventually overthrow the shronio 
misery and alolh of centuries.

Naval. — Owing, we presume, to the ex- 
treme inconclusiveness of squadron trials the 
Board of Admiralty have put tha Warrior, 
the Bellerophon and the Minotaur throogh a 
course of full-Bpeed steam trials extending over 
six hours for each ship, the run being to Port- 
land, EDgi, and back. The average speed 
of the Warrior, measured by the relative re- 
Tolutions of her engines on a lata occasion 
and on the measured mile (and tbey were all 
but alike on both occasion?) was 13*9 knots. 
The average speed of the Minotanr, similarly 
measured, was 14-1 knots. May 2nd, the 
Bellerophon was tried in the samo way and 
over the same course, and gave an average 
mean speed of 14 9 knois, continued lor 
the same period — viz., sir hours. On the 
measured mile trial a few djja before the 
steamed 13-874 knots with 73 revolutions ; on 
the larger run she started with 74 revolts 
tions at 11 o'clock and returned at five o'clock 
with her eDgines moviDg at the same rate, 
having kept that rate up throughout the trial, 
and this additional revolution raised the ship's 
speed to 14 knots, measured by the chart 
(which does not exoluda tidal influences), 
sho made 15 knots, and by the patont log 
13j^, but the revolutions of the engines are 
undoubtedly the best test ; and by them she
